PEKIN, May 26.—The United States Lega- 
tion guard has had its first trouble. Lega- 
tion street is being repaired near the lega- 
tion, and an American sentry was placed at 
the point with orders to direct people around 
by a Bide street. Everybody obeyed the re- 
Quest with the exception of the Germans, 
both officers and soldiers, who have caused 
the American sentries much trouble. 

One of the German officers drew his sword 
and charged an American soldier, who 
brought his bayonet to whereupon 
the officer desisted. Subsequently, a German 
soldier charged past the sentry, who fired, 
hitting another German soldier near the 
German Legation, a quarter of @ mile off. | 
This fortunately was only a light flesh 
wound. The sentry has been placed under 
arrest, and Major Robertson hes inetituted 
an investigation.

Confusion Follows German Decision. 
[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.]. 
PEKIN, May 26.—The sudden determina- 
tion of the Germans to evacuate Pekin has 
caused great surprise, and the motive of the 
move is unintelligible to the ordinary ob- 
server. Only a few regulations for the 
transfer of authority have been made, ani 
greater confusion than now prevails is feared 
in many districts following the removal of 
thé troops. Everything depends on the 
prompt action of Li Hung Chang as Viceroy 
and Chofu as Lieutenant Governor of the 
province. All the Germans who are return- 
ing home will stop temporarily at Kioachow 
to await the outcome of the négotiations 
with the Chinese government. Two thousand 
troops are extremely busy making their 

preparations for leaving tomorrow. 

The evacuation by the French troops will! 
be delayed, owing to the fact that they are 
detailed to protect the railway and missions. 


Discuss Return of Court. s 

At the request of Li Hung Chang Genera! 
Reid yesterday.consulted with Field Marshal 
Count von Waldersee in .regard to three 
points in the imperial telegram of 
Count von Waldersée agreed to 

evacuate, as the court returned to the capi- 
tal, to permit armed police to gradually oc- 
cupy the districts near Pekin, and to permit 
8,000 of General Yuan Shih Kal’s trustworthy 
troops to come to Pekin to maintain order 
on the evacuation of the foreign troops. 
Definite arrangements were not made, how- 
ever, but the German attitude is fatistactery. 


Hostile Feeling at Pacting Fu. 

During the last three months forty Catholic 
converts have been massacred in the vicinity 
of Pacting Fu. The attitude of the people 
is extremely hostile, and the missions would 
‘be in great danger should all the troops leave. 
The American missionaries at Paoting-Fu 
are kindly regarded, but it is impossible for 
the mass of the people to h them 
from other foreigners. 

The Protestant losses im the Province of 
Shansi exceed those of the Catholics, and tho 
native lossés are about equal to those of the 
Protestants. The provincial government has 
appropriated 200,000 taels thus far to meet 
these losses. 

The Rev. Dr. Richards has decided not to 
go to Shane.

Five Robbers Raid Saloon. 


During the evening five men entered the 
saloon of Simon F.. Schuts, 208 West Lake 
street, and not only held up Joseph Litschuts, 
the bartender, but they forced five patrons 
to line up int front of the bar with their hands | 
high in the air while the intruders rifled the 
cash register and deprived Litschutsz of his 
valuables. The robbers secured about $125. 

One of the highwaymen, a tell, dark- 
skinned fellow, seemed to be the leader of the 
gang, three members of which entered by 2 
side door. In the saloon, sitting at tables, 
were the five men, while Litechuts was busily 
engaged in cleaning glasses. Antong those in 
the saloon were Loulse Kauffman, Henry 
Watts, and Edward Harris, who lve at 288 
West Lake street. The other men were 
drinking at another table. The three new- 
comers had barely entered when the front 
door was pushed open by two men,'one a 
youth and the other the dafk-skinned man. 
The face of the leader was hidden by a ban- 
danna handkerchief. Ashe stepped inside he 
and his companion drew revolvers, and their 
exdmple was followed by the three who had 


entered a moment before. 


With a cry of “ Hands up " two of the rob- 
bers covered the astonished crowd, while two 
othere presented weapons to the face of Lit- 
schutzs.

Burglars Attack Family. 


Miss May Cannon and three children, all 
under 10 years of age, were dragged from 
their beds by masked robbers at 2:30 o'clock

Long Career-in Chicago.

Mr..Hulburd, now President of the watch 
company, was intimately associated with 
Mr. Avery in the businese of the concern. 
He said last evening: 
- “ Because of the condition of Mr. Avery’s 
health the announcement of his death did 
not come with the shock that might have 
been expected. He had been ill for some 
months. Except for his vigorous constitu- 
tion he could™not have survived so long.’ 

“The growth of the company of which he 
was the head for so many years was directly 
the result of his efforts. His administrative 
ability was of such a high order that the 
position was almost forced upon him by the 
directors of the company at the time that it 
was organized. He was always interested 
in the men who were employed by the com- 
pany and did much to help them. The an-

Park and Outdoor Art association will hold 
its fifth annual convention in the City of 
Milwaukee. This simple announcement will 
tell a complete story to hundreds of men 
and women in every section of our country, 
but there are thousands who may never 
have heard of this organization and its work, 


sketch is given here. 

Every one loves his home, “no matter 
how humble,”’ and likes to have it attractive; 
in other words, “‘ homelike.” It is not alone 
the interior furnishings that help to make 
a home out of a house, any more than costly 
furniture makes for greater beauty or eri- 
Much depends on the house sur- 
rowundings, the home grounds, be they large 
or small. <A littl grass, a few shrubs, a 
tree or two, vines, and flowers will do much 
more to help make an attractive home than 
many dollars’ worth of gilt chairs, fancy 
tables, and gimcracks for theinterior. To be 
sure, we must have tables and chairs, and 
interior adornment is not to be despised, but 


lected altogether, because their value as 
home-making adjuncts is not appreciated. 
But the grass, shrubs, trees, vines, and 
flowers will not in themselves make the ideal 
outdoor conditions. They need the guiding 
hand of the home-maker to produce the de- | 
sired result. In many instances most charm- 
ing locations have been ruined because the 
owners did. not know the art of arranging 
their outdoor pets. Money in plenty has been 
spent in these cases, more often more than 
was necessary to produce a good result, but 
the outcome was a mere hodge-podge. Some 
know this art of arrangement by instinct, 
others have a faculty fof acquiring the re- 
quisite knowledge through books, but the 
most forceful teaching is through example, 
and it ie to supply these examples of good 
0 ge art that-the Outdoor Art association 


exis 

It will be wondered how these examples 
are furnished by the association. It does 
not go about the country planting sample 
house lots in every suburb and village, neither 
does it publish a planting plan and say to 
everybody: “ Here, go ahead and lay this 
out on your grounds.”" That sort of thing 
would be in direct opposition tg its every pur- 
pose. That would tend to st typed condi- 
tions even in a row of houses all built from 
the same plan. It is the cultivation of in- 
dividual taste that is sought. The examples 


are furnished through public parks and gar- 


dens whose superintendents and other offi- 
cers are in many instances members of the 
association. The tendency is, therefore, to 
the cultivation of better taste In our park 
treatment, and this is in turn unconsciously 
reflected ‘in the improved handling of the 
home grounds of those who ‘visit the parks. 
Another means of furnishing examp*es is 
found through the agency of some of our | 
public schools when children’s gardens are 
belfig promoted. School gardens in this 
country are ef quite recent date, but in those 
that have been established, and they are 
to be féund t and West,. North and 
South, the results have proved most prom- 


ising. Again, certain large manufacturing | 


establishments have been interested in the 
general scheme through the efforts of the 
association, and they have been led to plant 
around their factory buildings and to en- 
courage good planting on the home grounds 
of their employes. This in a general way 
is what the American Park and Outdoor 
Art association is doing all over the Unjted 
States. 

It was-in April, 1897, that General John-B. 
Castleman and his colleagues of the Louis- 
ville, Ky., Park board decided to invite the 
Park Commissioners of the several] American 
cities, park designers, and engineers, and 
others interested in the subject to a gathering 
in their city. The meeting was held in May 
and was largely attended by a thoroughly 
representative set of mén and women. Before 
they said good-by to their genial and public- 
spirited hosts the visitors banded themselves 
together under the style of the American Park 


nd Outdoor Art association, with General |. 


Castieman as their first President. Their con- 
stitution, drafted later by a committee 
appointed at this time, stated the purposes 
of the organization to be “‘ to promote the con-
